NEW YORK, March 18.—Charles R.

was any contract between the United 
States Rubber Company and the out- 
side companies as to prices, and I deny.

and the other rubber companies. As 
foreshadowed some time ago, it was 
deemed advisable by the directors of 
the United States Rubber Company to 


give the consumer the benefit of econ- } 


omy by reducing the prices for the 
coming year It will undoubtedly result 
in a great increase in the volume of 
business, and while it, is not for the 
purpose of interfering with the crea- 
tion of new companies, possibly this 
may be the result.

COREA’S CROWN. — 


A Princely Prisoner to Be ‘Put Upon 
His Father’s Throne. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.—Prince 
Eui Wha, who is expected to succeed to 
the throne of Korea upon the death of 
his father, the reigning King, is at 
present restrained of his liberty by a 
band of Korean exiles in Yokohama, 
with the full knowledge and consent of 
the Japanese authorities. 

Such, at least, is the information that 
was brought from the Orient by the 
steamer Peru, and from the same 
source comes the information that the 
Koreans in question are planning a 
raid into Korea for the purpose of de- 
throning the King and placing their 
princely. prisoner and protégé on the 
Korean throne. . 

That such a scheme is on foot and is 
receiving the mgral support of the Jap- 
anese government, is vouched for by a

Budd 
stated in his message Monday that had 
been made to kill Mr. Bulla’s Senate 

Bill No. 494. Three subpoenas had been 


had been served on him; he came as 
soon as he learned that the committee 
wanted him. He orated to the stenog- 
rapher at great length, while the com- 


finish, concerning his efforts.to defeat 
the bill because it would allow the 
‘trustees of the Normal School to pursue 
a policy which was opposed to the 
wishes of the best people of Santa 
Clara, namely that of transferring part 
of the Whittier Reform School to Santa 
Clara, and obliging pure young women 
to teach “those fallen girls.”

French has not been publicly mentioned 
in that capacity, but he took great 
credit to himself for having through 
his personal influence secured the de- 
feat of the measure to remove the 
Whittier girls to Santa Clara, and said 
the trustees had discussed the propo- 
sition to present him a gold medal for 
his services in this regard.

confidence.” : 

Chairman Price asked him if he 
thought he could not have gained his 
point by openly publishing his reasons 
against the bill. French claimed to be 
actuated only by the highest motives, 
and said.if any misinterpretation could 
be made of his communications, it was 
due to his unfortunate use of language 
without consulting his dictionary. He 


is claimed, the bill would have of giv- 
ing the Governor too much power over 
normal schools, but based his whole 
defense on his desire to save Santa 
Clara county from the Whittier girls. 

The committee had prepared a report 
stating that they had been unable to 
find French, but that the latter’s tele- 
grams and letters had been properly 
set forth in the Governor’s messages; 
that such unlawful attempts to influ- 
ence legislation were deserving of the 
severest condemnation; but after his 
testimony they modified this to read 
that while French ascribed his at- 
tempts to the purest motives, never- 
theless steps should be taken by proper 
legislation to safeguard bills against 
possible interference. 

Clerk Varcoe and other 
Assembly and Senate are exonerated. 

Senator Bulla is indignant at the veto 
of the Whittier Bill by the Goverhor, 
and says he does not understand what 
influenced Budd against the bill that 
the latter himself advocated, unless 
it was Catholic opposition.

A man named Bond of- 
fered $12,000 for it when he heard the 
Whittier school was to be moved there, 
but I don’t know as he ‘will want it 
now.”

THIRTY-SECOND SESSION.

SACRAMENTO, March 18,--SENATE.

and preventing fires; by Arnerich, to 
amend section 1196 of the Political Code 
relating to elections; by Wright, to cre- 
ate and regulate public warehouses; by 
Langford, appropriating $435 to pay 
claims of the State Board of Health for 
traveling expenses; by Linder, provid- 
ing for public sale or exchange of fund- 
ing bonds of irrigation districts; by 
Guy, tg pay the claim of Charles 
Phipps for services as assistant secre- 
tary of the Board of Examiners. 

The Senate also passed the Senate 
bill, by Morehouse, making an appro- 
priation for an exhibit of State products 
at the Hamburg Exposition, and the 
Senate . constitutfonal amendment. by 
Gillette providing for the organization 
of a court of claims. 

ASSEMBLY.—Assemblyman Dibble 
of San Francisco made a vicious as- 
sault upon Senator Seawell of Mendo- 
cino tonight.

ARBITRATION TREATY. 


Senator Morgan Opposes it in Ex- 


ecutive Session. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRF.] 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—When 


the Senate went into executive session’ 
today nominations for foreign ambas- 
sadors and the arbitration treaty were 
reported. Senator Morgan began 
speaking on the treaty. opposing it on 
the grounds he did when it was last 
before the Senate. 

The report in favor of the treaty was 
presented by Senator Davis, as chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee and was in the shape of a 
resolution for ratification. Mr. Mor- 
gan’s speech was a statement of his 
position, and that of Senators Daniel 
and Mills, and wasinthenature of a 
minority report in opposition to the 
treaty. He spoke at ---eonsiderable 
length, going over much ground cov- 
ered by himself, an@.the others when 
the treaty was before the Senate dur- 
ing the. last session. He made the 
point that England’s interests were 


-antagonistic to those of the United 


States, and said that this country 
would best conserve its own interests 
by avoiding all entangling alliances, 
such as the present treaty contem- 
plates. 

Senator Morgan continued his state-’ 
ment In opposition to the treaty on the 
ground that it was un-American, 
more than once made the point that it 
was the work of the titled aristocracy 
of Europe. | 

“There is no danger of a misunder- 
standing of a serious nature between 
the-people of this country and the

common people of England,” he said 
and then he stated that he ranked such 
leaders as Gladstone and Bright with 
the English commoners. But he con- 
tended that the interests of. the British 
aristocrats were in every’ way antago- 
nistic to the interests of the American 
people. Healso advanced the argu- 
ment that one Congress could no® by 
its ‘acts bind another and said that on 
this account the treaty was a mere 
piece of buncombe. 

“The right of declaring war,’’ he said,

At the conclusion of Senator Morgan’s 
remarks, Senator Davis gave notice 
that he would ask the Senate to take 
up the treaty again tomorrow, and he 
would then speak on it. 


THE DINGLEY BILL. 


Debate on it Begins in the House 
Next Monday. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The pro- 
gramme for the Tariff Bill in the 
House was agreed upon by the Ways 
and Means Committee after a long 
and somewhat discordant meeting, in 
which there was disagreement not only 
between the two parties, but among 
the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee. 

The bill will be reported to the House, 
debate will begin Monday next and the 
final vote will beé%taken on Wednesday, 
March 31. In the meantime the House 
will be in session from 11 in the morn- 
ing to an indefinite hour at night with 
a recess for dinner, all the time to be 
consumed in debate on the bill. 

It was proposed by Chairman Ding- 
ley to have the debate begun on Fri- 
day as soon as the bill had been re- 
ported,,but the Democrats opposed this, 
feature of the programme so strenu- 
ously, reminding their adversaries that 
they had permitted the Wilson Bill 
to be considered in the committee for 


a.week, that the Republicans conceded; 


more time to them. : 

The Republicans presenetd a list of 
amendments which were incorporated 
in the bill by a party vote, while many 
amendments were proposed by Demo-: 
crats, several of which did not secure 
the united support of the representa- 
tives of that party. 

Some friction was developed between 
Mr. Bailey of Texas and Mr. McMillin 
of Tennessee, the former having, been 
promoted over the head of the latter 
to the position of senior Democratic 
member of the committee by virtue of 
his position as candidate of the Demo- 
crats for the Speakership of the House. 
It is understood Mr. Bailey will make 
the minority report on the bill, but 
will concede to Mr. McMillin the privi- 
lege of making the first speech in op- 
position. 

Mr. McLaurin said 60,000,000 pounds of 
cotton had been imported into. the 
United . States from seventeen coun- 
tries last year, and he did not see how 
Democrats who voted for duties on 
wheat and. corn, of which importations 
were small, in,the Wilson Bill, could 
consistently réfuse to vote for a duty 
on cotton. Two Democrats voted for 
the amendment, Messrs. McLaurin of 
Soyth Carolina and Robertson of Louis- 
iana. Thy Republicans vot*si dgainst it. 
The amendment was to plate a duty of 
2% cents per pound on all eotton. 

A motion by Mr. Swanson to strike 
out the sugar differential duty received 
the votes of all the Democrats except 
Mr. Robertson.’ The latter proposed an 
amendment to direct the President to 
give notice of the abrogation of the 


treaty with Hawaii, by which sugar of 


that country is admitted free. 

All of the Democratic members sup- 
ported this proposition, but the Repub- 
licans voted against it. 

A motion to substitute the wool 
schedule of the Wilson act, made by 
Mr. McMillin, was supported by all the 
Democrats, except Mr. Baily. Inci- 
dentally Chairman Dingley stated that 
the duties on wool in the new bill were 
equal to 75 per cent. ad valorem, 
whereupon Mr. Wheeler proposed an 
amendment that no duty should be paid 
on_wool exceeding 15 per’cent. ad va- 
lorem, which failed on a party vote. 

Mr. Wheeler offered several other 
amendments, which polled the votes of 
all the Democrats. 

The Republican members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance held a meet- 
ing today and decided to immediately 
take up ‘the tariff bill as prepared by 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House. 

The Ways and Means Committee to- 
day .changed the sugar schedule to

fighting all right for the (first six 
rounds; he was going for Fitz’s stom- 
ach as he had planned to do. But two 
things stopped him then from keeping 
it up. One was the lesson he learned 
from the Choynski fight about taking 
close chances witha dangerous right 
against him, and the other was that 
fool Sharkey sang out from behind 
Jim’s Corner: ‘Go for his head, Cor- 
bett.’ Well, Corbett went for Fitz's 
head and landed lots of times, too, but 
he was too stale to put force enough 
into the blows. If he had kept on at 
stomach punches he would have had 
Fitz out.” 

It is not probable that Fitzsimmons 
will meet, Cerbett again, but if he 
does he will beat him a second time, 
These two men are built in an en- 
tirely different mold.

I told my men I was going to lick Cor- 
bett to a certainty.

It was just the kind of a 
blow I was waiting for a chance to de- 
liver, ahd when my chance came I sent 
it home and won the fight. 

“There was no time during the fight, 
jhe said, “when I was not confident. of 
winning. Why; in the fifth and sixth 
rounds, when they say Corbett had me 
going, I had no doubt whatever in my 
mind that I was going to be the winner 
of that fight. I knew that I had him 
all the time. After the seventh round, 
I kept getting stronger and fresher 
all the time, and he was getting weaker, 
I could tell that by his blows and by 
his strength in the clinches. I knew 
that I could end the fight with a punch 
or two when I had a good chance to 
land them, and I knew that I was go- 
fing to outlast him when it came to the 
question of endurance, What had I to 
fear, anyhow? It was a sure thing for 
me, all of the time, and I knew it. I 
knocked him out just as I knocked 
out Sharkey, the only difference be- 
ing that this time I got the credit for 
what I did. There were lots of people 
fn the country who said I could not 
stay with Corbett, and that if the fight 
lasted over ten rounds it meant he 
would be a sure winner. I knew that I 
could otitlast him, and I would have 
shown the world that I could tire him 
out if I had not a chance to Knock 
him out. 

“In the early part of the fight I 
played for his jaw, and I must say that 
he kept it out of the way in mighty 
good style. I reached it several tnmes, 
however, and I knew that I would 
sooner or later get there with it. He 
was so clever, however, in guarding his 
jaw that it meant too much waste effort 
on my part.to keep trying to hit him 
there, and, besides, I could reach him 
often enough. I then began playing for 
his body, and in a short time I landed 
him.” 

Regarding his futur@ movements, 
Fitzsimmons said: “I have not decided 
just what I will do, but one thing is 
certain, and that'is that I will not fight 
any more for at least two years. It has 
been three years since Corbett fought 
anybody for the championship, and I 
am not going into any finish contests 
for two years, anyhow. After that time | 
I may decide to fight again, and I may 
not. It all depends on how I feel. I am 
getting along in years now, and two 
years more on my present age will 
bring me not far from forty years of 
age. That's a rather mature age for 
any man to engage in finish contests in 
the ring. However, I will not say now 
what I will do. I may fight again, and 
I may not. I shall pay no attention to 
the challenges made by Goddard, Mitch- 
ell and Sharkey. They are all bluff 
challenges, and not worth my consid- 
eration.” 

Fitzsimmons will leave Carson City 
for San Francisco on Friday night, and 
will give an exhibition in .that city.

THE EX-CHAMPION, 


Corbett. is a Lively Corpse, but His 
: Heart Still Hurts Him. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.— 
James J. Corbett, ex-champion of the 
world, rose bright and early this morn- 
ing and ate a hearty breakfast in his 
privaté rooms at the hotel. He had 
slept soundly all night, having been 
under the influeqce of opiates, admin- 
istered by a physician. His face was 
pallid, but bore few marks of injury, 
and Jim said he felt fine. 

_ When an Associated Press represen- 
tative'toid him that a report. was. cur-' 
rent in the East that he was dead 
Corbett was at first indignant, then 
laughed. “Dead, am I?” he said, mak- 
ing a few passes at an imaginary an- 
tagonist. “I guess my friends will find 
I am very much alive.” — 

He referred to the rumor several 
times, and it ‘was evident it rankled. 
“Why, I will fight any man on earth 
any day in the week, this afternoon 
preferred, for $20,000 a side.” 

Corbett remained in his rooms at the 
St. Nicholas Hotel today, and spent 
most of the day lying down. After 
breakfast he read the papers, devour- 
ing every word printed about the fight. 
Then he lay down and did not rise 
until a dentist called by appointment 
to repair the tooth shattered by Fitz- 
simmons at Carson yesterday. 

Jim shows little outward marks of 
his encounter, but he is weak from 
the effects of the terrible heart blow, 
and says he has intermittent shooting 
pains in his left side. His physician 
however, says he will suffer no per- 
manent injury, although the shock to 
both his nervous and physical. systems 
has been)severe. 

Corbett was first amused and then 
annoyed at the report brought over 
the wires that he was dead. He said 
he was ‘the liveliest corpse ever en 
route to a graveyard, and reiterated 
and willingness to fight 
Fitzsimmons or any one else this 
afternoon, tomorrow or any day next 
week. 

‘J don’t want to say anything more 
about the fight,”’ he said to an Associ=| 
ated Press representative. “Hold on, 
though. Just say this, will you, that 
I was beaten fairly and honestly, and 
that I have no kick coming, no com- 
plaints to make. And don’t represent 
me as sick or dying or even ill, for I 
am not—only chagrined at my careless- 
ness in the fight.” 

After a good luncheon Corbett lay 
down and slept soundly for two hours. 
He was to have given a boxing exhibi- 
tion this afternoon in the Mechanics’ 
- Pavilion and the city had been billed 
with announcements to this effect on 
the anticipation of a Corbett victory 
and a triumphant return to his home. 
Fitzsimmons will appear in the hall 
instead, but not until tomorrow night. 

P. J. Corbett, father of the ex- 
champion, was very anxious to talk 
about the fight, the result of which he 
bemoaned. He says Jim will probably 
leave the prize ring and forego even 
boxing exhibitions. He wants the ex- 
champion to engage in business here. 
The old gentleman took occasion to 
deny the report that he had lost every 
cent he possessed on the result of the 
fight, stating that his losses amounted 
to but $40. 

“Jim, though, backed himself for a 
lot of money,” concluded the father. 

Corbett says he has as yet no plans 
for the immediate future, but he still 
clings to the hope that Fitzsimmons 
will give him another chance to retrieve 
his shattered reputation.

AROTTEN OLD CRAFT 


Of Eighty-two Persons Who Went 
to Sea in Her Only Four Remain 
to Tell the Tale. 


AWFUL FATE OF CASTAWAYS., 


MANY DAYS ON THE OCEAN IN AN 
OPEN BOAT. 


Survivors Were Too Weak to Throw 
the Corpses of Their Companions 


Overboard—Hardships Drove 
Them Insane. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.] 

_ N7W YORK, March 18.—Of the eigh- 
ty-two persons comprising the passen- 
gers and crew of the steamer Ville de 
St. Nazairre, which started from this 
port March 6 for Port au Prince, Hayti, 
only four are known to have survived 
the disaster which befell the craft a 
few hours later. These four passed 
through an experience such as has for- 
tunately been the lot of but few—see- 
ing one after another of thirty-one 
others who left the steamer in a large 
boat perish of exposure to cold and die 
of hunger, some suffering during the 
days in which they drifted helplessly 
without sail or compass, pangs that 
drove them to madness before death 
came to their relief. Among the sur- 
vivors is Sefior Tagado, a San Domin- 
gan, who was compelled to witness the 
death of his wife and four children 
without being able to alleviate their 
sufferings. What became of the forty- 
four persons besides those mentioned 
above, can only be surmised; although 
there is a remote possibility that one 
or more of the three boats in which 
they left the sinking steamer in‘ the 
midst of a fierce storm off Cape Hat- 
teras, has been picked up by a sailing 

The Ville de St. Nazairre was a 
single-screw-rigged steamer of 260 tons 
register, owned by the Compagne 
Transatlantique Generale. The acci- 
dent vividly recalls the fate of the 
same company’s steamer Ville de Havre 
which went down November 23, 1873, 
with 226 people on board. 

The Ville de St, Nazairre was com- 
manded by Capt. Jaguena, a sailor of 
experience and ability. Hard weather 
was experienced from the time _ the 
steamer left this port- until water be- 
gan pouring into and over her, when 
it was determined to abandon her, The 
passengers and crew took four boats, 
a fifth having been crushed in an at- 
tempt-to lower it. There had been. no 
time to provision the boats, It was 
night, and in the midst of a flerce 
storm the transfer was made. 

Capt. Berri, manager of the West In- 
dian line of the Compagne Transatlan- 
tique Generale, was one of thirty-five 
men who embarked im the larger of 
the boats, and upon him devolved the 
command of that frail refuge for so 
many souls. He, Sefior Tagado, Lautz, 
third engineer, and the ship’s doctor, 
Maire, are the only ones surviving. 
They were brought to Perth Amboy, N. 
J., yesterday by the schooner Hilda, 
which came upon them March 14 as 
they were drifting at sea with the dead 
bodies of four of their fellow-passen- 
gers. The survivors were almost dead 
from starvation and exposure, and too 
weak to relieve their small boat of the 
weight of the four corpses, The four 
rescued men were brought to this city 
from Perth Amboy on the tug Idlewild 
last night. Capt. Barri is being at- 
tended by Dr. L. Deplegze, who enter- 


‘tains doubts of his recovery, and de- 


clares that he must have endured most 
terrible suffering. 
On the day following after clearing 
from New York, according to the story 
told by one of the survivors, a leak 
was discovered, but it was not thought 
to be sufficiently serious to warrant a 
return to port. By the middle of the 
second day, however, the 1 had in- 
creased to a dangerous extent and a 
portion of the cargo on the port side 
of the vessel was damaged by the 
water, which had commenced to pour 
in in great quantities. A terrible storm 
arose on the night of the second day 
and the heavy seas, together with the 
big leak, rendered the escape of the 
vessel from shipwreck an impossibility. 
Realizing that the ship was doomed, 
the captain ordered the four life-boats 
to be lowered and into thém crowded 
the passengers and crew. The boats 
were soon swept apart by- the winll and 
waves. 
The boat which was found by the 
Hilda six days after the sinking df ‘the 
steamship is the only one of the four 


sons, it is said, were crowded into the 
boat from which the survivors were 
taken. One by one all but the four 
rescued men died from exposure or hun- 
ger, or were swept into the deep Ly the 
waves which broke over the small 
boat. The bodies of the dozen who died 
in the hoat during the first days o 
terrible voyage were thrown overboard 
by the survivors, but those who with- 
stood the elements and managed to live 
without food or drink at last became 
too weak to rid the boat. of its ghastly 
freight and were compelled for days to 
gaze upon the stiffened corpses of their 
unfortunate companions. 

Agent Forget of the French line is 
doing all in his power to make the sur- 
vivors comfortable. 

Capt. Berri is 55 years of age and a 
trusted employé of the French line, The 
physician found his patient’s throat 
fearfully parched and his lungs in the 
Same condition. After a careful ex- 
amination the doctor’ said that with 
careful greatment he might recover. It 
would be over a week, however, before 
he could take any solid food. The cap- 
tain’s body is covered with bruises 
from being thrown about the boat while 
she was on the tempest-lashed sea. 

Agent Forget would say but little of 
the wreck today. He seemed distressed’ 
over the catastrophe. He.was very em- 
phatic in his declaration that the 
steamer St. Nazairre, while an old boat, 
was perfectly seaworthy. 

The Hilda passed in at Sandy Hook 
at 3:50 p.m., yesterday, and proceeded 
on her way to Perth Amboy in tow of 
the tug Idlewild, reaching that place 
about 5:30 p.m. No word of the wreck 
was given out at Perth Amboy. The 
tug Idlewild having left the Hilda at 
her dock, brought the survivors to the 
pier of the’Compagnie Transatlantique 
Generale at the foot of Morton street, 
in this city, a* run of about twenty 
miles, reaching there about 8 o’clock in 
the evening. The news was at once 
telegraphed to Mr. Forget, and he made 
Such provision as he could for the 
comfort of the sufferers, ée fact of 
the disaster was kept from the public 
for some time, and only became known 
toward midnftht. | 

Mr. Forget has preserved the utmost 
reticence on the subject, He said; “TI 
have the greatest sympathy a man can 
feel for the relatives of those who went 
down in the wreck. From what I hear 
the crew of the St, Nazairre acted 
nobly during the trying time. Capt. 
Jacenau was an old and faithful em- 
ployé of this company. On many occa- 
Bions he has shown his bravery. The 
storm must have been of extraordinary

The women and children were 
first sent overboard, and the other 
passengers followed... Then the officers 
and crew took what places remained. * 

Through his physician Capt. Berri 
said: ‘The supply of food on the small 
boat was exhausted the first day, and 
then began the. awful struggle, in 
which thirty-one of the thirty-five per- 
sons in the boat perished. Mrs. Tegage 
and her four children were the first 
to succumb. The water gave out, and 
only a few buiscuits remained. The 
men were choked in swallowing the 
dry stuff and in desperation they 
drank salt water. Those who com- 
menced to drink the brine could not 
sleep, and in a few days they be- 
came maniacs and died in convulsions. 
Others, who resisted the temptation to 
drink salt water, could not resist the 
privations, and died of hunger. ; 

“Those who remained had not 

strength enough to move, and when 
the boat was picked up there were 
four of the dead with the living. I 
did everything I could to induce the 
unfortunate people to keep from drink- 
ing salt water, and to set themselves 
to fight death, but what I said had 
little effect. 
“The Villa de Bresl of the French 
line of steamers which leaves for 
West India ports tomorrow, will sail 
over the route taken by the St. Na- 
zairre, and will keep a sharp lookout for 
the missing boats.,’’ 

There have been many shipwrecks 
near where the St. Nazairré went 
down. It is but a few years since. the 
Spanish steamer Viscaya was sunk off 
Hatteras by the schooner Cornelius 
Hargraves, resulting in the drowning of 
sixty-nine persons. The Evening Star 
foundered there in 1886 and 254 persons 
were drowned; the sloop-of-war Bain- 
bridge, in a cyclone in 1863, went down

BURNED IN MID-OCEIAN. 


Narrow Escape of the Crew of a 
Freight Steamer.

NEW YORK, March 18.—The Allan 
line steamer Carthagenian, which ar- 
rived this morning from Glasgow, res- 
cued the crew of the Wilson line 
steamer Rialto; which ‘took fire and 
was abandoned March 65 in lat. 21 deg. 
35 min. and long. 22 deg, 4 min. 

The Rialto was bound from Newcastle 
for this port, loaded with a general 
cargo, including a large quantity of 
chemicals. At 6 a.m, March 3, while a 
hurricane was blowing, an explosion in 
the forehold blew the hatch covers into 
the air and killed one seaman and in- 
jured the chief mate. Dense columns 
of smoke poured out of the hatch. The 
crew started the pumps, but meanwhile 
the ship was wollowing in mountainous 
seas and occasionally burying herself. 
The lifeboats were smashed by the seas, 
and ths crew worked with desperate 
energy, -but the fire gained headway 
steadily, until at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon the Carthagenian was sighted and 
promised to stand by until the weather 
moderated. The crew did not relax 
their efforts to subdue the fire. For 
forty hours the Allan line steamer stood 
by and when the weather moderated 
enough to make it possible for the life- 
boat to live, Capt. France of the Car- 
thagenian ordered his boats .manned, 
and the entire crew were taken off.

The rejected Japanese threaten open 
revalt, and they have the sympathy of 
the entire Japanese population of the 
island. The matter has been carried 
into the courts, and if the Japanese 
fail to find relief there, they will prob- 
ably appeal to their Consul to inter- 
fere. In case the Consul does inter- 
fere trouble is sure to follow. The 
customs authorities are sure that they 
have unearthed a gigantic attempt to 
import Japanese into this country in 
violation of the immigration laws, and 
they propose to make it so warm for 
the schemers that they will not dare 
attempt it again.

PROBABLY A BLUFF TO INFLUENCE

The Story Generally Discredited and 
Said to Have Been Made for 
Coin—Troops to Guard 
the Prisoners.

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) March 18.—As.a 
last desperate resort to extort a respite 
from Gov.

The confession is now in his hands, It 
is voluminous, somewhat evasive and 
not a little foggy. It justifies the gen- 
eral exclamation, ““Who will believe 
it?’ which was heard everywhere on 
the streets today when the announce- 
ment was made that a confession had 
been obtained,

An Exciting Debate on the Cretan 
Question in the British 
Commons, 


GLADSTONE PRAISES GREECE. 


HE WRITES A PAMPHLET ON THE 
. EASTERN QUESTION, 


A Greek Supply Ship Fired Upon 
and Sunk by an Austrian Gun- 
boat—Greeks Ordered to 
 Ewacuate Crete.

LONDON, March 18.—Mr.. Balfour, 
First Lord of the Treasury and gov- 
ernment leader in the House of Com- 
mons, replying today to Sir Charles 
Dilke, advanced Radical, said that the 
notification of the blockade of the Isl- 

‘and of Crete had been sent to Greece. 
He added that it was incorrect to say 
that Germany had declimed to em- 
ploy a land force to operate in the in- 
terior of the island. He did not know, 
however, whether Germany had dis- 
patched any troops to Crete. 

John Morley, Liberal, asked if it was 
true as stated by M.-Hanotaux, French 

Minister of Foreign Affairs, in the 
Chamber of Deputies, that Greece had 
been again invited to comply with the 
decision of the powers and in:the event 
of her refusal the threat of coercion 
would be carried out. 

An exciting scene followed, Mr. Bal- 
four, firing up amid gréat cheering 
from the ministerial benches, said in 
substance that the leaders of the op- 
position were constantly trying to em- 
barrass the government by questions 
and speeches in and out of the House. 

Thereupon Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, the Liberal leader, reminded Mr. 
Balfour that the Marquis of Salisbury 
had referred the House to the speeches 
on the Cretan question made by M. Me-. 
line and M. Hanotaux in the Chamber 
ef Deputies, and had not given the 
House any information for themselves. 

: Sir William reiterated Mr. Morley’s 
question which brought further cheers 
from the opposition benches. 

Mr. Balfour, in reply, told Sir Wil- 
liam to get his friends in the House of 
Lords to ask the Premier for an ex- 
planation.. Continuing, he said: “If 
the opposition wish to move a vote of 
censure let them name their day. We 
are quite ready for the debate.” [Ap- 
plause from the government support- 


ers. 

The incident was then closed.’ 

The badgering of Mr. Balfour caused 
-much excitement, the opposition evi- 
dently making the most of the state- 
ment of the Marquis of Salisbury the 
other day when he referred to the 
speeches of ‘M. Meline and M. Hanotaux. 
Mr. Morley began by saying sarcastic- 
ally: “‘We have been referred by Lord 
Salisbury tol these speeches, whether in 
the words of M. Meline, Greece has 
again been invited to accede to the 
note of the powers.” | 
This irritated Mr. Balfour, 
whose irritation grew as Mr. Morley, 
Sir Charles Dilke and others pressed 
him, each side vigorously cheering. 
The excitement was intense when Sir 
William Harcourt arose and said: 
“Perhaps before we move a vote of 
censure we must ask if we should be 
allowed to debate it.” 

This reference to yesterday’s closing:

received with loud opposition cheers. 

“I must ask again,’ continued Sir 
William, amid the cries of “Order,” 
“as the only information which -has 
been given the House and country is 
in the. speeches of Hanotaux and Me- 
line what the words, ‘Then.

BLOCKADE OF THE ISLAND. © 
One Greek Warship Refuses 

Leave Cretan Waters.

CANEA, March 18.—The admirals of 
the foreign fleets in these evaters have 
telegraphed to their respective embas- 
sadors at Constantinople notifying 
them of the blockade of the Island of 
Crete. Warships will be sent to tour 
the island and give the mayors of the 
chief ports copies of the proclamation 
of autonomy, and the announcement of 
the blockade. It is understood that the 
admirals will compel the Greek War- 
ship Pinior to leave the Cretan waters 
tomorrow.

EARLY DECLARATION OF WAR. 


Popular Opinion in Greece Impera- 
tively Demands It. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON; March 18.—Popular opinion 
in Greece, says the Times correspond- 
ent at Athens, imperatively demands an 
early declaration of war with Turkey. 
The idea is that Europe would then: be 
compelled to adopt a neutral attitude. 
It is agreed that the Greek fleet could 
conquer the islands in the Aegean Sea, 
including Samar, while the Greek army, 
assisted by insurgent bands, could rap- 
fdiy overrun Macedonia. 

It is suggested that as the conditions 
in Crete do not give sufficient pretext 
for a declaration of war, a more valid 
excuse can be found in the refusal of 
Turkey to concede to Greece the terri- 
tory assigned her in the Berlin conven- 
tion. The boundary line as specified in 
the Berlin treaty, started at the mouth 
Kalamo River, opposite the 
island of Corfu, and this would have 
included in Grecian territory Janina 
and the town of Moezovo. But the pow- 
ers failed to enforce the convention, 
and Greece, despite her protest, was

tich was ratified at Constantinople in 
ugust. 1891. It must be admitted, 
Snys the . Times correspondent, that 
Greece has legitimate. grounds of com- 
plaint’ against the great powers and 
Turkey, and it is thought by good 
judges of Greek policy at Athens that 
if the boundary fixed by the conference 
were conceded, Greece would willingly 
mbandon her pretensions in Crete. At

The Greek Vice-Consuls at Retimo 
and Candia have informed the govern- 
ment that the telegraphic offices re- 
fuse to transmit their cipher dispatches 
to the government, or deliver telegrams 
sent by the government. Whatever jus- 
tification there may be for this step 
of censorship of press telegrams, which 
it is reported the admirals have con- 
sented to take at Candia, it is. an 
ominous retrograde accompaniment to 
the proclamation of autonomous gov- 
ernment. 

It is announced from a Greek source 
that Lord Salisbury has suggested to 
the powers that each should contribute 
£10,000 toward the expense of estab- 
lishing autonomy in Crete. 

A dispatch to the Times from Canea 
says the admirals have accepted the 
British Consul’s proposition to amend 
the autonomy proclamation by adding:

STARTLING RUMORS. 


Col. Vassos to Oppose the Landing 
of Greek Troops.

ATHENS, March 18.—According to 
persistent rumors circulating here, Col. 
“Vassos, commander of the Greek army 
of occupation, has been ordered to op- 
pose the landing of the foreign troops 

now on the way to Crete. This, 
however, may mean only formal oppo- 
sition, as a protest against the action 
of the powers. 

Advices from Arta, on the Greek 
frontier show that the. privations of 
the Turks there are '’so great that some 
are deserting to Greek camps.

BEGINNING OF THE BLOCKADE. 


All Greek Ships Must Clear Before 
Sunday Morning. ,

ROME, March 18.—A dispatch from 
Canea announced that the blockade of 
Crete will begin Sunday morning, and 
a notification to this effect will be 
addressed to the governments at 
Athens and Constantinople. It is fur- 
ther stated that the powers will also 
communicate the steps .taken to the 
government of neutral states. The 
limits of the blockade will be between 
long. 23 deg. 4 min.’ and 26 deg. 30 min.

A SIX-HOURS’ BATTLE.

At this moment two great States are 
under the government of two young 
men, one wholly without knowledge 
and experience and the other having 
only such knowledge and experience, 
in truth limited enough, as to have 
excited astonishment and consterna- 
tion when an inkling of them was given 
to the world. These, so far as their 
sentiments are known, are using their 


j power in the concert to fight steadily 


against freedom. Why are we to have 
our governments pinned 
aprons? On the heels of this concert 
we have pledged for two years, and 
with all the pretensions of power, it 
has, has worsened and has not bet- 
tered the situation. 

“Surely it is time to shake off the in- 
cubus. Why should not Crete be au- 
tonomous, united with Greece? Yet it 
is undetached in theory from Turkey 
as Bosnia and Hezegovinia. Greece 
by her bold action has conferred a great 
service in Europe and has made it 
impossible to falter with this question 
as we have faltered with the blood- 
stained question of Armenia. She has 
extricated it from the meshes of dip- 
lomacy and has placed it on the order 
of the day for a definite solution.

GERMANY’S FLEET. 
Debate on the Naval Estimates in 
the Reichstag. 

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 
BERLIN, March 18.—The debate in 
the Reichstag on the naval estimates 
began today. Dr. Lieber (Clerical,) 
chairman of the committee, during a 
speech lasting several hours, explained 
the course pursued by the committee. 
Prince Hohenlohe, Imperial Chancellor, 
declared that the necessity Germany 
would have for a fleet was generally 
recognized, adding that a display of 
power was a first condition for the de- 
velopment of trade, and was necessary 
to make sure that no one should find it 
an easy task to disturb the country’s 

development. 

“The growth of other fleets,” he said, 
“is additional ground to build ships. 
The fleet does not reach modern re- 
quirements and the quicker we reach 
our goal the greater weight we shall be 
able to place in this country for pre- 
serving peace.” 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Baron Marschal von Bieberstein, urged 
the necessity of a strong fleet of cruis- 
ers, and said in this sense Germany 
must pursue a world-wide policy. ‘We 
took part in the action of other powers 
in preserving order and maintaining 
the peace of Europe, but where shall we 
find additional cruisers to send there if 
the situation does not’ improve 
shortly ?”’ 

The Secretary of the Navy said: 
“Even in home waters Germany needs 
a large fleet of ironclads, cruisers and 
torpedo-boats, all made of good mate- 
rial, otherwise she can effect nothing.” 

Count von Cardorff (Conservative,) 
urged that the demand of the navy be 
immediately granted, and he said 
France was making for both army and 
navy, big improvements. 

Herr Mueller (Centrist,) recalled the 
opinion of Prince Bismarck that Ger- 
many must rely on her land forces.

MEXICAN FRUIT. 


SONORA’S ORANGE GROVES AND 
ITS LEMON POSSIBILITIES. 
Handsome Orchards of Healthy 


Trees That Pay Big Profits While 
the Present Market Lasts, 


THE CITY OF HERMOSILLO.

POPULATION NOW GREATER 
THAN EVER BEFORE,

A Sounding Mountain of Marble from 
Which All the Buildings in the 
City of Angels Could 
Be Built. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

HERMOSILLO (Mex.,) March 15.— 
Before visiting the orange groves of 
which I spoke in my last letter, I, in 
company with my genial companion 
and guide, R. Ruiz, climbed a high hill 
to have a look out over Hermosillo 
Valley. The view from it is very fine, 
and enables you to form a better idea 
of its agricultural and fruit possibili- 
ties than riding or driving through it 
would give. To the southwest and 
west it presents a broad unbroken 
plain, but the absence of buildings and 
cultivated ranches is painfully notice- 
able. To the East the view is obstructed 
by a line of low hills, but beyond them 
the valley extends in that direction 
for several miles, and all of it, as I am 
told, good land only lacking water for 
irrigation. From the top of the hill 
which we climbed, and which is sur- 
mounted with a rudely-fashioned cross, 
can be seen nearly all the orange 
groves of this locality, and as you 
look them over and count them up the 
fact of the present restricted possibili- 
ties of orange culture in this locality 
impresses itself still further on you. 

The first grove we reached was that 
of Gen. Torres, just outside the city 
limits. It is only about twelve years 
old, but the splendid growth the trees 
have made give it the gppearance of 
being older. In the Torres grove the 
trees are pruned lower than in some 
others and lower than orange trees are 
usually pruned in Southern California. 
Well-balanced and oval-shaped, they 
present with their clean, bright foliage 
an appearance that would not suffer 
by comparison with the best and most 
highly-cultivated groves of the Golden 
State. Gen. Torres is proud, and justly 
‘so, of his handsome grove, and none 
the less so that it- has for the last two 
years been a source of handsome profit 
to him. | 

Driving past some three or four 
smaller places, we reached a small 
grove of 500 trees, but which were over 
twenty years old. I have never seen 
either in California or on the Mediter- 


-Fanean anything in the shape of orange 


trees that could at all compare: with 
them, Every tree in that small grove 
was as large as a good-sized oak treé, 
perfect in shape, and in lines as 
straight as a rule. At $1, gold, a box 
on the trees that small grove of 500 
would easily pay, accidents barred, $10 
a tree-or at the rate of $600, gold, net, 
an acre. Passing on we reached the 
grove of Mr. Ruiz which, including his 
new plantation, contains 5500 trees, and 
is the largest one in this valley. 
He has two thousand trees in bear- 
ing, the oldest of which he planted 
nine years ago. Here, as in the other 
groves the treey give evidence of perfect 
health, no. scale or other disease being 
visible. Mr. Ruiz has convinced him- 
self that orange-growing is and will be 
a profitable industry to growers here 
so long as the markets of the United 
States are open to them. So much, in- 
deed, is he satisfied of this, that he 
would gladly become the possessor of 
a wheat field alongside of his grove, 
containing about 100 acres, and which 
if he had, he says he would plant to 
oranges. Being a wealthy man, and a 


| shrewd, intelligent man of business, he 


could afford to do this and calmly await 
returns. What he has already accom- 
plished with his present grove shows 
what he is capable of doing in that dl- 
rection. When he told me he would 
like to have that 100-acre wheat field 
and plant it in orange trees, I remarked 
to him that the Mexican orange-grower 
seemed to be constructed pretty much 
on similar lines to the big grower of 
Southern California. He never seemed 
to have enough of a good thing. He 
laughed quietly, but made no response. 

Another grove we visited was that of 
Antonio Garcia. It is the next largest 
to ‘that of Ruiz, consisting of 6000 
trees, the -majority of which are in 
bearing. These groves, as also several 
other smaller ones, sandwiched be- 
tween, are within thirty minutes’ drive 
of the center of the town. Just what 
would become of them if the city took 
on a sudden expansion to the extent of 
a 50,000 population is not a pleasant 


subject of contemplation, but it is more |. 


than likely they would go the way of 
Similar groves near Los Angeles when 
that city reached out to find room for 
its present population. A moment’s re- 
flection, however, and the subject is 
dismissed, 
owners of the groves themselves, will 
say: ‘“‘The groves will remain, for no 
city of 50,000 people will ever exist here 
to disturb them.’ And, indeed, one 
feels happier with himself at reaching 
that pleasing conclusion, for it would 
be worse than a cardinal sin to have 
such lovely groves give place to brick 
and mortar. 

The few orange orchards I have here 
mentioned are a fair sample of the 
others. The trees, old and young. have 
all a clean, healthy, vigorous look, in- 
dicative of the fact that the conditions 
which exist here for the propagation 
and production of the orange are of the 


best, water for irrigation and high 
tariff being alone the doubtful ele- 
ments. To what extent, even if the 


tariff be fixed at a rate that the grow- 
ers here can grapple with, the early 
oranges of Florida, when the trees of 
that State again get into bearing, will 
interfere with good prices here, is a 
matter that I do not believe any of the 
Hermosillo growers have considered. I 
am inclined to believe they will con- 
tinue to rely on the low cost of produc- 
tion of their fruit as their safest guar- 
antee to be able to undersell the Florida 
grower, while still leaving them a good 
margin of profit. Lower selling prices 
will. insure them eastern buyers, and 
all the more readily because they grow 
a good orange, while their production is 
and will remain for a long time to 
come, very limited. 

I have omitted to speak of lemon- 
growing in this State, not because 
lemons cannot be successfully raised, 
but that the production of them has 
not assumed the proportions of an in- 
dustry. Some few of the larger orange- 
growers have experimented with a few 
trees, and the results they have ob- 
tained have satisfied them that the 
lemon can be grown here under as good 
conditions as the orange. The only va- 
riety yet tried is the Sicily lemon, and 
certainly, judged by the specimens I 
have seen, the orange men do not ex- 
aggerate. when they affirm that the 
lemon will do as well in this valley as 
the orange. . Looking far away into the 
future, it might be safe to say that the 
lemon grove will ultimately prove of 
more value in this valley than will the 
orange grove. 

A few words about the city and vi- 
cinity, and I have done. In the ab-

for the stranger, like the ‘ 


the streets of Hermosillo, and noticin 
the great number of unoccupfek an 
partially-ruined adobe buildings, be led 
to believe that the place must have had 
at one time or other a population of 
not less than 50;000 souls. If he asks 
questions concerning this it is very 
probable that, as in my case, he will be 
told that such was the case; the num- 
ber of its supposed former population 
may even be raised by his informant to 
60,000 and upward. When he asks the 
cause of its decrease to its present num- 
ber of 12,000 inhabitants, he will not 
obtain any satisfactory information. 
Should, however, he pursue his inquir- 
ies further among the more intelligent 
people who know what they are talking 
about, he will learn that the supposed 
population of former times is a myth, 
and that is a matter of fact the city 
contains more people today than it ever 
did at any time of its existence. 


The explanation of all that is*very 
simple. People familiar with Mexican 
towns and Mexican architecture kndéWw 
that rarely if ever are the buildings 
more than one story in height. and that 
large areas surrounded by adobe-brick 
walls are devoted to the patio and gar- 
den. It is, therefore, readily seen that. 
the space necessary for the occupation 
of a given number of people in a Mexi- 
can town is anything from four to six 
times as great as would be required for 
the same number of inhabitants of an 
American town. Of late years the char- 
acter of the buildings in this place, as 
in some other Mexican cities, has been 
improved; the inhabitants have been 
brought closer together, and most of 
the outlying adobe structures have 
been abandoned and allowed to fall 
into decay. 

As compared with Guaymas, this city 
of Hermosillo is a paradise. Not only is 
it twice the size, but it is a healthier 
city and a more sightly place. Teh fact 
that it is the capital of the State gives 
it, of course, some advantages in the 
matter of public buildings over its sea- 
port neighbor. The Plaza is the center 
of the city, as it is the center of at- 
traction, and although not large in ex- 
tent, would be handsome were the 
flower beds kept in order and the paved 
walks kept in repair. The fine double 
row of orange trees which encircle it is 
its fine feature. In the evening when 
it is lighted up with its coal-oil:- lamps 
—there is no gas nor electric lights 
here—and filled with a joyous crowd of 
young men and maidens, it presents a 
pretty and animated scene. Overlooking 
it on the ast side is the State Palace, 
or legislative hall, corresponding to 
the State Capitol at Sacramento. Its 
style of architecture is one that I am 
not familiar with. It cannot, even un- 
der the most violent stretch of imag- 
‘ination be termed a handsome build- 
ing, unless it be that, like a Scotch 
terrier, its beauty donsists in its ugli- 
ness. 

One of the most interesting featurés 


of this city is the Cerro del Campana” 


(Hill of Bells,) so called because if you 
strike one piece of the rock against 
another the sound emitted will be like 
to the tinkling of a bell. The hill is just 
within the city limits on the south side 
and rises toa height of over three hun- 
dred feet. It is really a hill of marble, 
and of good quality, todo, similar to Car- 
rara marble. The massive marble pil- 
lars to be seen in the court of the palace 
were quarried from it. There is marble 
enough in that hill to put up every 
building now standing in Los Angeles, 
but no use is at present being made of 
it. Viewed from a distance it has a 
strangely rugged appearance, produced 
by the discolored projecting pieces of 
the rock contrasting with the less ex- 
— white surface of the marble be- 
ow. 

Let me finish with a short story now 
going the rounds at the expense of 
an Irish lord who, with a party of 
friends, lately visited this place on a 
mining proposition. Being entertained 
at dinner at the hotel, he was asked 
if he would have some frijoles. Not be- 
ing familiar with thé national dish of 
Mexico, he replied, “‘Yes,”’ and looked 
forward to regaling his appetite with 
something of a_ particularly dainty 
character. When the frijoles were 
brought to him he scrutinized them 
for a moment, then turning them over 
with his fork, exclaimed. “T’ll be 
damned if they are not made _—

RESULT OF THE INQUEST OVER 


CHARLES GASSEN. 


The Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury 
Causes the Police to Hold James 
Gorman. 


THERE WAS A 


SCUFFLE, 


GORMAN FORCIBLY EJECTED 
SEN FROM HIS ROOM, 


Conclusively Proven That Gasseg 
Had No Cut Upon His Ear Up to 
the Time That He Entered 

the Lodging-house. 


As a result of the inquest held at 
Kregelo & Bresee’s parlors last night 
over the remains of Charles Gassen, 
who on Wednesday died under some- 
what peculiar circumstances at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital, James A. Gorman is 
now in the City Jail, held there as be- 
ing the man who caused young Gas- 
sen’s death. The arrest was made by 
Detective Hawley and Officer Fowler, 
the latter having located and _ sub- 
poenaed the witnesses who brought 
about the result of the inquest. 

Six witnesses were examined and 
their evidence, though in many points 
very contradictory, all goes directly to 
show that the wound on the right ear 
was made in the rooms where the dy- 
ing man was found. Mrs. Arbuckle, the 
keeper of the lodging-house on the 
corner of Second and Los. Angeles 
streets, was the first wisness, testifying 
that Gassen came to the house about 
11 o’tlock on Wednesday morning, he 
then being slightly intoxicated. She 
said that Gassen had frequently com- 
plained of pains in the side and head, 
resulting, she supposed,: the 
Whisky he had taken. Mrs. Arbuckle 
also said that Gassen went to sleep, 
the sleep from which he never woke, at 
about a quarter past twelve. This does 
not tally with the time given by any 
other witness. 

Joseph Johnson, a boy employed to 
do small jobs around the lodging-house, 
also said that Gassen came to the 
lodging-house about 11 o’clock, stayed 
about one hour and went out again, Tre- 
turning about 1 o’clock. He said he 
noticed the cut on Gassen’s ear when 
the latter first entered, and later con- 
tradicted himself. In the matter of 
the beer that was drunk, there are so 
many conflicting statementS that it 
seems impossible to find out whether 
or not Gassen had a sufficient quan- 
tity to render him intoxicated after 
he reached the house. Johnson made 
many contradictory statements while 
he was giving his evidence. 

John H. Watson, one of the owners 
in the saloon beneath the lodging- 
house, testified that Gassen came to the 


‘saloon about 11 o’clock Wednesday 


morning, and’stayed about twenty min- 
utes. He seemed strictly sober, more 
s0 than Watson had seen him for sev- 
eral days, and did not complain of any 
sickness. Watson swore positively that 
Gassen had no cut on his ear when in 


the saloon, he having examined him . 


closely. Gassen got a drink of whisky 
and then went out, but the witness did 
not know if he went upstairs or not. 

George Arbuckle, a saloon-keeper on 
Commercial street, saw Gassen on 
‘Tuesday night, swearing that he slept 
with Gassen in the Arlington Hotel on 
Tuesday night... Gassen left the room 
about 11 o’clock, and Arbuckle could 
not say whether Gassen was sober or 
not, but he was slightly excited. Ar- 
buckle did not notice any wound on 
Gassen’s ear at any time that he was 
with him. 

James A. Gorman, on the stand, made 
the first statement that led to the find- 
ing of the verdict. He said Gassen 
came to the rooms about 11 o’clock, and 
after being there some time, desired 
to lie down on Gorman’s bed to sleep. 
The latter objected and after some 
slight altercation took Gassen by the 
arms and forced him out of the room. 

“Did Gassen fall or strike his head 


against anything?” asked Coroner 
Campbell. 
“No,” said the witness injavery low 


tone. He then went on to state how he 
later entered the room where Gassen 
was lying, and found him bleeding at 
the right ear. Gorman took a silk hand- 
kerchief from his own pocket and 
staunched the blood, wiping the ear 


-several times. 


“What did you do with the handker- 
chief?’’ asked Officer Fowler. 

“I don’t know. I threw it on the floor, 
‘or sométhing,’ replied German. 

“Ts this the handkerchief you used?” 
said Fowler, producing the bloodstained 
handkerchief found Wednesday in Gas- 
sen’s pocket, in the coat hanging in 
Gorman’s room. ., 

“Yes,”’ said the witness. 

‘“‘And you don’t know what you did 
with it?’ asked Fowler again. 

“No,” I threw it away, somewhere,” 
answered Gorman. 

Just here Detective Hawley 
posed. “Is it not a fact that

staunched the blood with the hand-, 


kerchief taken from your own pocket, 
and then returned to yéur own room 
and placed the handkerchief in Gas- 
sen’s coat pocket?” 

For « moment the witness hesitated, 
‘and then he shook his head without 
speaking. Hawley asked him another 
question, and Gorman then said, “Well, 
if you are going to come at me like 
that I shall close up and not say any- 
thing more.”’ The Coroner then dis- 
missed the witnesses, and the jury 
was left to decide on a verdict. After 
being alone for nearly an hour, they 
returned the following verdict: 

“We, the jury, find that Charles Gas- 
sen came to his death from hemor- 
rhage of the brain, caused by, a blow 
on the right ear. received in rooms § 
and 6 at No. 139% South Los Angeles 
street: and we, the jury, find that the 
only violence offered the deceased, ac- 
cording to the evidence, was by one 
James Gorman.” 

“JOHN H. CUMMINS, Foreman. 

Gorman was at once taken in charge 
by Detective Hawley and Officer Fow- 


ler, and escorted to the Police Sta- . 


tion. He was taken into the detec- 
tives’ room there, and though the offi- 
cers will not give out any of his testlI- 
mony, they admit that he made many 
new admissions that connect him with 
the death of young Gassen. They do 
not claim that there was any deliber- 
ate intention of violence on Gorman’s 
part, but they accuse him of being the 
cause of the blow that undoubtedly re-. 
sulted in Gassen’s death. 

The remains will be buried today at 
Rosedale Cemetery, the funeral taking: 
place from the parlors of Kregelo & 
Bresee this morning.

THE MAN WHO LAUGHS. 


Some thirty odd years ago the gifted 


Frenchman who has been styled “the 


comparison. 


Virgil of Prose,” Victor Hugo, wrote 
a novel called “L’ Homme Qui Rit,” 
the “Man who Laughs.” Beyond the 
opening chapters which tell of a ship- 
wreck in the British Channel, and the 
loss of all save a defaced boy who 
grew up to a remarkably brainy fel- 
low and a member of Parliament. 
The book is without interest. The 
story of the shipwreck is grim and 
weird enough, but pathetic beyond 


The book tells of the doings of a 
gang of miscreants who stole children 
in England and defaced them so by 
various perversions of the.surgical art 
that recognition on the part of their 
relatives was simply impossible. These 
miscreants were known as “Com- 
prachicos.” The laws of Spain are 
very “severe against this crime. In 
1873 the Tammany ring had so bank- 
rupted the treasury of New York City 
that there was no money left to carry 
on the public schools. Thomas Nast 


then cartooning for MHarper’s 


Weekly and pictured Boss Tweed as 
dragging little children away from 
the common schools; and hence it 


owas that when the Tammany boss was 


arrested at the little port of Vigo, he 
was arrested as a “Comprachico,” in 
stead of for being the head devil in 
the most stupendous defalcation in the. 
history of municipal government in 
America. 

“The Man Who Laughs” was named 
Gwynplaine and was evidently a son 
of gentle parents, who had been “re- 
moved” and defaced by the “Com- 
prachicos” to enable some more dis- 
tant relatives to acquire a rich estate 
by being the next of kin to an un- 
fortunate old couple -whom crime had 
rendered childless. His face was as 
ugly as his manners were elegant and 
his speech persuasive.

HILDA’S STORY.

The man who could read the 
pathetic story in yesterday’s Times 


ship, Ville de St. Nazaire,and the rescue 
of her captain and three other sur- 
vivors, without a thrill of joy to think 
that even one was saved from that 
scene of disaster and death, must be 
made of very flaccid material. Three 
corpses of exhausted men lying in the 
bottom of the boat, dead from cold 
and hunger while the four survivors 
had become too weak from pain and 
suffering to commit them to the deep 
for burial, made a picture too touching 
to be called dramatic. 

It was the crew of a little coasting 
schooner, called the Hilda, that made 
the rescue. The parties saved were 
the aged captain of the ill-fated 
steamer, together with his engineer, 
his first officer and the surgeon. Out 
of thinty-eight people who had been 
lowered into that boat from the decks 
of the doomed ship, only four were 
left; and the strongest of the sur- 
vivors was so far gone himself that 
he did not know that the three men 
lying down in the bottom of the boat 
with him were dead. This is the 
kind of “times that try men’s souls.” 

The little Hilda hails from Amboy, 
a small town in New Jersey, to the 
southwest of Staten Island; and Am- 
boy has good cause to be proud of 
the Hilda and -her glorious work of 
rescue. There is a great deal of rude

ASSUMING PRACTICAL FORM. 


The Boulevard Committee of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation held a meeting yester- 
day to consider plans and sug- 
gestions for the construction of a 
high-class boulevard between. this 
city and Pasadena. The meeting was 
a very enthusiastic one, and various 
excellent suggestions were offered, 
many of which will doubtless enter 
into thé plan of construction as finally 
adopted. The best engineering talent 
will be secured to make a preliminary 
survey of possible routes and report 
thereon as soon as feasible. The best 
of legal talent will also be at the dis- 
posal of thé committee whenever such 
Services may be needed. The com- 
mittee is unanimous in its desire to 
push the work forward as rapidly as 
possible, and no effort in that direc- 
tion will be omitted. 

Pasadena will today be asked to ap- 
point a committee of public-spirited 
citizens, vested with duties similar to 
those devolving upon the Boulevard 
Committee of the Merchants’ and Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of Los Ange- 
les. The Pasadena committee is ex- 
pected to codperate with our own 
committee in furthering this grand 
work, which will unite the two cities 
in permanent bonds of sisterhood. If 
Pasadena will take hold of the project 
with the same spirit of enthusiasm 
that has been manifested in Los An- 
geles, all doubt as to the success of 
the enterprise will vanish. Such co- 
operation is expected from the citi- 
zens of Pasadena, and the indications 
are that this expectation will be fully 
realized. 

It is proposed by those who have 
this great tndertaking in charge to 
construct a permahent highway be- 
tween the two cities, which will be an 
enduring monument to the enterprise 
of both cities, and a credit to South- 
ern California. No ordinary, cheaply- 
constructed dirt or graveled road will 
do. Money expended on such a road 
would be practically wasted, A first- 
class highway, built of crushed stone 
laid on hydraulic cement, in accord- 
ance with the best scientific and en- 
gineering methods, is the only prop- 
osition that should be _ considered. 
Such a road will last for ages, with 
almost no expense for repairs. It will 
be practically free from dust in dry 


/ weather, and free from mud in wet 


weather. It will be a source of con- 
stant pleasure and benefit to the peo- 
ple of both cities and to those of the 
adjacent country. It will not be many 
years before the boundaries of Los 
Angeles and Pasadena will meet, and 
the entire, territory along the line of:

Ice Gorges and “Water Creating 
Havoc in the Upper Missouri 
Valley—Southern Rivers 

Still Rising. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March 18.—To- 
night the gréat flood claimed five more 
victims. At Marion, Btta Lix and her 
four children were trying to make their 
way to Marion for shelter, and while 
attempting to cross a railroad trestle 
the strong current overwhelmed the 
party and all perished. The oldest child 
was a girl aged 16, and the youngest. 
an infant of eight months. 

The river is still rising at Memphis 

and the indications are that it will 
continue to do so for some time. The 
river tonight stands at 36.9 feet, a rise 
since morning of one-tenth. The rise 
is' continuing at Cairo, and heavy rains 
prevail on all streams which feed the 
big river along the upper portion and 
the middle valley. Throughout the en- 
tire northwest territory, the drainage 
from which swells the volume of water 
in the Upper Mississippi, the rainfaj,ls 
continue. The same conditions prevail 
in the territory which feeds the Ohio 
and other tributaries, while the heav- 
iest rains of all are descending over 
the already submerged Arkansas terri- 
tory. On the eastern side of the river 
continuous rains are the rule. — 
At Memphid and throughout this dis- 
trict the rainfall in the last twenty- 
four hours amounted to 1.46 inches, 
while across the river at Helena it 
was 2.42 inches. So long as the heavy 
rains continue there is small chance of 
a cessation of the overflow. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock a bulletin was 
sent out from the weather bureau at 
Memphis reporting a fall of two-tenths 
of a foot since yesterday morning. This 
bulletin was published as a piece of 
cheering news in the local papers, and 
was telegraphed over the . country. 
Subsequently Mr. Emery of the weather 
bureau discovered that the statement 
contained in the bulletin was abso- 
lutely erroneous, that no fall whatever 
had taken place, but that the weather 
bureau employés who had read the 
gauge at 1 o’cloeck, had made a mis- 
take. As a matter of fact the river was 
stationary from yesterday morning at 
7 until 6 p.m. om. 

At Caifo the rise continues in about 
the same proportion, two-tenths of a 
foot being recorded in twenty-four 
hours, ending this morning, when the 
gauge indicated 50 feet. This is ten feet 
above the danger line, and within two 
feet and a fraction of the extreme high- 
water mark reported about a week ago. 

At Helena, where the rainfall was 
almost as heavy as at Memphis, being 


a foot in the twenty-four hours ending 
this morning, when the gauge indicated 
46.7 feet, which is 9.7 tenths feet above 
the danger line. ‘ 

At Vicksburg the river rose another 
eight-tenths of a foot, the gauge regis- 
tering 42.7 feet, which is 1.7 feet above 
danger line. 

At Greenville the rise in the twenty- 
four hours was six-tenths of a foot, 39.8 
feet being registered on the gauge. This 
is within two-tenths of a foot of the 
danger line. - 

At Shreveport and New Orleans the 
river continues to rise. : 

The work of rescue and relief goes 
forward with unabated zeal. Four or 
five rescue steamers have arrived here, 

ringing several hundred refugees, 
nearly all of whom are destitute, to be 
cared for the charity of Memphis 
people. The Relief Committee has its 
hands full. As long as the overflow 
continues funds will be needed to re- 
lieve the immediate pressing wants of 
the flood sufferers. - 

Inasmuch as practically all of the suf- 
ferers are residents ef Arkansas, the 
Relief Committee telegraphed to Gov. 

ones of that State, asking his codpera- 
ion in relieving the distress of his peo- 
ple. The Governor replied that there 
were no funds at his disposal. The 
local relief committees have sent out 
an appeal to the individual citizens of 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Mississippi. 

Tonight. the Yazoo Valley Railroad 
abandoned its trains, owing to the en- 
croachment of the water over its tracks 
a few miles south of Memphis. The rail- 
way situation on the Arkansas side of 
the river remains unchanged and all 
trains are entering the city over the 
Iron Mountain tracks, which are a few 
inches above the water. 

RESCUE WORK, «! 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March 18.—Four 
rescue steamers, including two govern- 
ment boats, arrived this morning from 
the overflowing country north of Mem- 
phis, landing 400 refugees and 1000. 
head of stock. The condition of the 
refugees is pitiable. Some are only 
partly clothed and sick almost to 
death from exposure and long suffering. 
Seventy-five had been standing for 
hours in water waist-deep awaiting a 
rescue steamer. One.woman clung 
frantically to her dead babe. In dn- 
other family of four, two were drowned 
a few minutes before the boat arrived. 
Rain began falling yesterday after- 
noon and at 10 o’clock this morning was 
coming down in torrents, causing a rise 
in the river of three inches in eighteen 
hours. The gauge read 36.8. 

Several small breaks in old levees are 


reported, causing additional damage 


and suffering. Islands No. 40, 39, 38, 
37, 36 and 34 are reported entirely sub- 
merged today. These contain magnifi- 


cent cotton plantations of thousands of 


acres, operated by 500 negroes and 250 
head of stock. The stock was aban- 
doned. ‘The owners and hands have 
been landed safely at Memphis and 
Cajro. A special train left Memphis 
this morning containing material to 


-strengthen the delta levees. 


HOUSING REFUGEES. 

MEMPHIS, (Tenn.,) March 18.—In 
Memphis all vacant storés are crowded 
with 3500 refugees. They sleep on the 
floors. That*the river will continue to 
rise and break levees, causing loss of 
life, is expected.

LEVEES GIVING WAY. 


HELENA (Ark.,) March 18.—The 
river here is forty-seven feet on the 
gauge, which is one and one-tenth feet 
below high water. The river at West- 
over is six inches higher than ever be- 
fore known, and at Old Town, six miles 
below Westover, the river is three 
inches above the highest water mark; 
and at Modoc it is six inches higher 
than ever before. . 

At 9 o’clock tonight advices from Mo- 
doc are to the effect that it is impos- 
sible to hold the levee at that point 
until morning. The men who -are in 
charge of the work have given up-the 
task, their work having been in vain, 
although they have labored valiantly

The Japanese Heir Apparent’s Death 
a State Secret.

_ SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.—Capt. 
S. A. Day, United States army, late 
commandant at Ft. Mason, this city, 
and more recently of Ft. Canby, Wash.,

Peru, says that the Crown Prince of 


is being openly discussed in diplomatic 
circles, although at the same time the 
news was a state secret and wag kept 
from the public. : 

The heir apparent to the Japanese 
throne, according to Capt. Day, passed 
away at one of the palaces of the royal 
family between Yokohama and Kioto, 
several days before the sailing of the 
cvs but for various reasons the fact 

as not been publicly announced as 
yet. Japan has just recovered from a 
month of mourning over the death of 
the Empress Dowager, during . which 
period business was suspended and 
fsetivities of all kinds avoided. To af- 
flict the whole empire with another 
siege of grief and mourning at this time 
has not been deemed advisable, and for 
that reason, so the story goes, the 
death of the Crown Prince is being 
kept a secret for the time being. . 
- Capt. Day said that it was reported 
in Yokohama that the death of the 
Crown Prince had completely prostrated 
the Emperor, whose health has not 
been of the best of late. A rumor was 
circulated that the Emperor was also 
dead, but this was quickly and em-

PASADENA BOULEVARD. 
ORGANIZATION OF COMMIT- 
TEE COMPLETED YESTERDAY, 


Matter of Finances—A Tempor- 
ary Fund to Be Raised—Legal 
Difficulties to Be Overcome. 


The Pasadena boulevard project is 
now fairly under way, the organization 
of the moving spirits having been ef- 
fected, and definite plans made for the 
early beginning of active work. 

The committee appointed by the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association 
for the purp f taking in hand the 
construction of the boulevard between 
Los Angeles and Pasadena, met yester- 
day afternoon at the rooms of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. There were present at the 
meeting, Judge Silent, O. T. Johnson, 
W. A. Spalding, H. Jevne, L. E. Mosher, 
R. J. Waters, Gen. Forman, N. B. 
Blackstone, Kaspare Cohn, and Dr. Le 
Moyne Wills. J. 8S. Slauson, the only 
other member of the committee who 
was absent, sent a message expressing 
approval of the proposed work. 

The committee was organized by the 


election of Judge Silent as permanent 
chairman, and William H. Knight as 


secretary. By. courtesy of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association | 
the meetings of the committee will. be 
held in the rooms of the association in 
the Wilcox building. 

To distinguish this from the other 
active committees of the association 
the name of “Boulevard Committee” 
was adopted. 

The general object to be accomplished 
was fully discussed, and for the purpose 
of getting at the sense of the commit- 
tee as to what should be the scope of 
its work, a motion was put and unani- 
mously carried, that it is the desire 
of the committee to construct an en- 
tirely new road of sufficient width and 
on the most hiberal lines, from a con- 
venient business approach in this city: 
to Pasadena, making ample allowance 
for driveways, bicycle tracks, etc. 

It was suggested as the best mode of 
solving the engineering questions in- 
volved, that the committee invite the 
coéperation of three resident civil en- 
gineers, the City Engineer of Los An- 
geles, the County Surveyor and the 
City Engineer of Pasadena, to act as 
a committee to make a preliminary 
‘examination of the various ible 
routes and to report to and adv tihe 
committee in the premises. Upon mo- 
tion, the chairman of the Boulevard 
Committee was authorized to select and 
extend an invitation to those gentlemen 
to act and codperate with the commit- 
tee. Whereupon, the chairman sta 
that he would request Fred Eaton to 
act as chairman of the engineers, and 
suggested for his associates H. Haw- 
good, Gervaise Purcell, J. H. Dock- 
weiler, E. T. Wright, the County Sur- 
veyor, and the City Engineer of Pasa- 
dena. It is expected that these gentle- 
men will make a preliminary recon- 
noissance without compensation and 
assist this committee with their best 
judgment and experience. 

The matter of finances was fully dis- 
cussed, and a committee was appointed 
consisting of W. A. Spalding, Gen. 
Forman and R. J. Waters, as a Com- 
mittee on Finances. It was the sense 
of the committee that a temporary 
fund should be raised for the purpose 
of defraying the preliminary expenses 
of clerical work and of such surveys 
/as may be necessary to supply the 
data for the selection of the proper 
route; and as to the general expense 
of opening the road, macadamizing it 
and. putting it in first-class condition, 
that the cost should be covered by taxa- 
tion, §0 as to make the burden fall 
hg upon all the parties benefited 


As to the location of this road 
through Los Angeles, the country inter- 
mediate between it and Pasadena, and 
into Pasadena, it is possible that the 
fund to be raised by taxation will give 
rise to many legal questions. It was 
therefore suggested that a number of 
our most prominent attorneys be asked 
to coéperate with the committee and 
advise it as to the mode by which the 
result that the committee desires may 
be legaly accomplished. A motion was 
mane and carried authorizing the chair- 
man of the committee to invite a com- 
mittee of lawyers to take the legal 
questions in hand. In accordance with 
this Judge Silent appointed Ben Good- 


rich as chairman, Judge A. W.. Hutton, |. 


Judge Albert N. Stephens, the City At- 
torney of Los Angeles, District Attor- 
ney Maj. J. A. Donnell, and the City 
Attorney of Pasadena, to act as a Law 
Committee to solve the necessary prob- 
lems. It was thought that it will be- 
come necessary, on account of the pe- 
culiar condition of the law, to carry 
forward the work by means of three 
separate districts, one for Los Ange- 
des, under.which the work from the 
beginning of the work in the city to 
the city Iimits would have to be con- 
structed; a second between the two: 
cities, and the third inside the city of 
| Pasadena. These matters will, however,’ 
be determined by the legal gentlemen 
who have been asked to act in conjunc- 
tion with the general commitéee. It 
was suggested, if possible, that an as- 
sessment district be formed for the 
opening and construction of this boule- 
vard, for which the ple along the 
line shall be taxed in roportion to 
their holdings, and a small general tax 
be imposed on the city of Los Angeles 
and the city of Pasadena. Whether this 
is possible or not under the state of

OIL INSPECTORS. 


COUNCIL FILLS THE PLACES PRO- 
“VIDED BY ORDINANCE. 

A New Provision to be Added Fixing 
the Oil License at One Dollar 
Instend of Fifty Cents After 
April 1. 


The Council met yesterday morning 
in special session, nominally to con- 
sider the Daly-street railway question. 


‘All the members of the Council were 


present, and a large crowd of attor- 
neys, street railway men and interested 
property-owners crowded the lobby.. 

H. W. O'Melveny appeared and said 
that he had seen that the Council had 
ordered the City Clerk to readvertise 
the so-called Allen electric-lighting 
but for some rea- 
son these instructions were not fol- 
lowed. When he had inquired about 
the matter, he had discovered that 
the acvertisement had been withheld 
at the request of some members of 
He wanted to know why 
the Council's instructions had not 
been observed. 

Isidore B. Dockweiler, representing a 
number of large property-owners on- 
the main business streets of the city, 
appeared before the Council and urged 
the necessity of having all electric 
wires placed in underground conduits 
in the central portion of the city. The 
people he appeared for were not, op- 
posed to the use of poles in other than 
the principal business portion of the 
city. He urged that the Council begin 
now to require such ‘provisions to bé 
inserted in all franchises advertised in 
the future. 

In explanation of his course, the City. 
Clerk reported that upon the request 
in writing and solicitations of several 
members of the Council, he had with- 
held from publication the advertise- 
ment for. proposals for the electric-light 
franchise, -until the Council should 
meet. 

Mr. O’Melveny said it was the policy 
of his clients to avoid* the use of poles 
go far as possible, and at the same 
time possible to furnish satisfactory 
service to their patrons. In the inter- 
ests of the public he contended that 
the Council should make it possible 
for a competing company tae@anter the 
field. gee 


Dr. Dockweiler argued that in any 


‘event in future franchises the Council 


should, make the reservation that at 
any time that the public good requires 


it, all overhead wires should be ordered | 


by the Council put under ground. 

On motion of Councilman Blanchard 
the vote by which the readvertisement 
of the franchise was ordered reconsid- 
ered. There was a disposition to refer 
the matter to the Board of Public 
Works, but Mr. O’Melveny urged im- 
mediate consideration. Councilman 
Nickell moved that the readvertise- 
ment be made at once with the provi- 
sion covering the underground conduit 
system at the order of the Council. 

Councilman Hutchison wanted com- 
petition even at the risk of innumera- 
ble wires and poles and Councilman 
Grider was of the same mind. 

Councilman Toll was convinced that 
all the necessary safeguards should be 
established at the start and not neg- 
lected until the difficulties.to' be over- 
come had multiplied. He insisted that 
it was much safer to prevent the erec- 

ton of overhead lines of wire at the 
time street-railway and electric-light 
franchises were first considered than 
when the wires had increased to the 
point of danger and discomfort. . 

Councilman Nickell wanted to break 
a monopoly of lighting and wanted a 
néw company at once, but Councilman 
Ashman wanted time for consideration 
of the matter. | 

The whole question was finally re- 
ferred to the Board of Public Works. 

The Daley-street railway franchise, 
or more correctly the petition of J. 
Baldwin et al. that’a special privilege 
be granted to commence the work of 
laying the street railway on Daly and 
other streets by the Pasadena and Pa- 
cific Company, coming up as special 
order of business, was taken up..- 

John D. Pope, attorney for the street 
railway, said that a verhal agreement 
had been concluded between the raij- 
‘Way authorities and the property-own- 
ers. The latter wanted the railway 
company to transfer their franchise 
to some other company, but he doubted 
if such an arrangement would be ef- 


fected. The company was willing to 


return its franchise on Griffin ave 

to the city. It had also caveat to 
give a fifteen-minute service instead of 
a half-hour service, and to stop for 
passengers at all street crossings. 

- Frank Flint, appearing for certain 
property-owners, contended that both 
sides had come prepared for a hearing, 

e shou nt 
Counc. gra them by the 
oseph Mesmer presented a ‘petitio 

which he said represented 
af nearly every property-owner con- 
cerned or resident on the street, and he 
challenged Mr, Fiint's right to represent 
anybody but the street-railway com- 


» pany. After some verbal clashing be- 


tween the two President Silyer brought 
them back to the business in hand. . 

Judge Charles Silent and others 
argued that the agreement referred to 
had not been completed, and the citi- 
zens insisted that the railway com- 
pany should show its good faith by first 
abandoning its franchfSe for Griffith 
avenue. There was no undue haste 
for granting the franchise. Moreover, 
there were more questions to be ad- 
justed than had been mentioned by Mr. 
Pope before the franchise would be al- 
lowed to be granted without opposition 
on the part of the property-owners. 
The agreement should be reduced to 
writing, and in order to have a fuller 
conference a postponement of two or 
three days would be needed. 

City Attorney Dunn said that under 
the circumstances it would be abso- 
lutely necessary for the Council to de- 
fer the matter for the time being. A 
motion to postpone the question until 
next Monday was carried. 

A communication was received from 
the City Tax and License Collector ask- 
ing that H. .Boettcher be released as 
surety from his official bond and a new 
bondsman allowed. A new bond was 
submitted, bearing the names of W. F. 
Nordholdt and E. E. Johnson, and a 
report of the City Clerk as to the eligi- 
bility of the sureties, as far as their 
assessed property. There was some dis- 
cussion about allowing Johnson to qual- 
ify because he was employed in the Tax 
Collector’s office, but City Attorney 
Dunn stated that was not a matter of 
vital importance. The bond was ap- 
proved by the Council, President Sil- 
ver alone voting in the negative because 
he. believed the™usual reference should 
have been. made to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

A communication was received from 
the Board of Supervisors stating that 
they had declared vacant tihe office of 
manager of the Los Angeles County 
Free Labor Bureau, and S. M. Perry 
had been chosen to fill D. J. Carr's 
place at the head of the bureau. 

Councilman Toll said that as the 
privilege of naming the official in 
charge of the free labor bureau had 
been taken away, the Council hereafter 
should only pay to the maintenance of 
the bureau $50 a month, as provided by 
ordinance. He therefore moved that 
the Finance Committee be instructed 
to audit no more demands against the 
free labor bureau except that of $50 
per month. ‘ 

On motion of Councilman Mathuss 
the election of an oil inspector and 
one deputy as provided by the new or- 
dinance, was next called up. The fol- 


| lowing nominations were then made: 


Samuel Molyneaux for inspector by 


‘Councilman Mathuss; J. F. Fosmir for}. 


deputy by Councilman Baker; D.. W. 
Kilmer for deputy by Councilman 
Hutchison; C. C. Rutherford for in- 
spector and W. L. Jones for deputy, by 
President Silver. 
Before the vote was taken, Council- 
man Toll took the floor and argued 
that there w&s good authority for the 
belief that ome man could do all the 
work that would fall to the inspector’s 
office. He therefore was in favor of ap- 
pointing but one inspector at that time, 
leaving the other to be appointed later, 
if the conditions called for a deputy. 
In this position he was absolutely un- 
supported. The pie had been quartered 
out and was waiting to be served, and 
the majority of the Councilmen were 
clearly in no humor to postpone the 
hour of breaking their fast. : 
When the vote was called, every 
Councilman voted for Molyneaux, ex- 
cept President Silver, who stood by 
Rutherford. The vote for the deputy 
inspector was divided as foliows: For 
Formir, Councilmen Ashman, -Baker, 
Grider, Mathuss, Nickell and Toll; for 
Kilmer, Councilmen Blanchard and 
Hutchison; for Jones, President Silver.

(AT THE COURT HOUSE! 


AFTER HER CHILD. 


MRS, SHIPTON WANTS THE CUS- 
TODY OF HER DAUGHTER, 


Mrs. Jessica H. Wright Must Show 
‘Cause in Court Today Why Her 
Guardianship of Elsie Shipton 
Should not Be Revoked, = 


At 10 o’clock this morning Mrs. Jes- 
sica H. Wright must appear before 
Superior Judge Clark in Department 
Two on a citation to produce Elsie 
Shipton and show cause why the let- 
ters of guardianship for her hereto- 
fore issued to Mrs. Wright sMould not 
be revoked. Mrs. Clara E. Shipton, the 
mother of the child, filed the petition on 
which the citation was made. 

-Mrs. Shipton alleges in her petition 
that Mrs. Wright has been systemati- 
cally hiding the girl from her mother, 
sistere and, in fact, all of her family. 
Elsie Shipton is the girl who. was the. 
prosecutrix in the trial of Clifton B. 
Mayne for criminal assault. Mayne 
was convicted and sentenced to twen- 
ty-five years’ imprisonment, and his 
case is now. being. considered by the 
Supreme Court on appeal. 

Mrs. Clara Shipton arrived in the 
city yesterday from her home in San 
Francisco, and is staying at the home 
in which her daughter, Della, who was 
also an important witness in the Mayne 
case, is domiciled. Her story is as 

“In February, 1894, Elsie and Della 
left my home in San Francisco with 
Clifton E. Mayne, and I have never 
had Elsie with me since that time. Elsie 
wanted to go home with me at the time 
of the preliminary examination, and 
had I been financially able I would 
have taken her north. When Della 
came home in July, 1894, she brought 
some papers with her from Mrs. Wright 
which read that Mrs. Wright should 
have the care of Elsie as long as I 
wished Elsie to stay with her. These 
papers I signed on the impulse of the 
moment, as. Mrs. Wright had requested 
me to do so, and I thought if Mayne 
were such a bad man as he had been 
represented to me it would be a good 
thing for some one to look after my 
daughter. ‘ 

“I understood that. when’ I wanted 
Elsie I could have her, and would not 
have signed the papers with any other 
understanding: of the matter. These 
were the only papers ever presented to 
me on the subject, but Deputy District 
Attorney Holton told afterward 
that Elsie was old enough to appoint 
her own guardian. At any rate she did 
so. On one occasion I came down from 
San Francisco to see Elsie, and went 
to the Wrights’ house to find her. A 


‘deputy sheriff met me at the door, and 


told me I could not see either of- the 
girls without an order from the court. 
I went to get an order, but after wait- 
ing in the District Attorney’s office 
for some time, he being out, I grew 
tired and went’away. I was shortly 


afterward arrested and thrown into. 


jail, where I was told I was being held 
as a witness. 

“It has been about a year this: month 
since I have seen Elsie, and I have not 
had much conversation with her since 


September, 1895, when Mrs. Wright was

This is the first request I 
have made for her return to me and 
I brought this suit because I want my 
girl, and want to have her where I 
can see her. The-day I saw: her last 
Mrs. Wright seemed anxious ito break 
off the interview, -and_ said, ‘Come, 
Elsie, we must*be: going,’ before I. had 
talked over ‘ten minutes: with my 
child. Elsie will be 17 years old on 
June 1, 1897.” : 


Mrs. Shipton spoke very earnestly 


while telling her story, but was not 
positive that she was exactly correct 
on all the dates she had named. Her 
trouble in the last few years is aging 
her rapidly, and her dark hair is be- 
coming streaked with gray:

' “But very different from this-is the 
business economy that does away with 
the jobber, especially when, in this 
case, it is done by giving the retail 
dealer the lower prices’ out of which 
the jobber made _-his. profits. That 
makes a lower price of the product to 
the consumer, and thus benefits every- 
body. So long as the middleman is a 
help to the consumer together, his 
function is as useful_as that of the 
producer. But every improvement in 
means of communication makes the 
middieman less necessary. If he under- 
Stands this as he should, he will pre- 
pare himself for the conditions which 
may at any time occur, when his work 
will be no longer necessary, and he will 
be out of a job. 

“‘Thie is the source of difficulty in en- 
forcing anti-trust laws. Much that the 
trust. does in making production less 
expensive is beneficial to the general 
public. Therefore the wholesale denun- 
ciation of the trusts so often heard is 
mistake. Let them alone so 
ong a8 they are not oppressive. Nor 
should the fact that at some period in 
their existence the trust is extremely 
profitable count against it. In the 
changes of business that are always 
oceurring its turn for losing must 
purely come. It is the nature of trusts 
after a certain run of success to disin- 
tegrate. More than half of those in ex- 
istence a few years ago have collapsed, 
and their attempt to restrain free com- 
petition in production has proven a 
failure. This has been done with very 
little attempt on the part of the gZov- 
ernment to enforce anti-trust laws 
either of the States or national gOV- 
ernment. It is very doubtful whether 
these laws have so far done any good.

FAILED TO ESCAPE. 


Experiment with a New- 
fangled Fire Escape.

NEW YORK, March 18.—A young 
woman who was descending from a 
Window of the St. Cloud Hotel by 
means of a patent fire escape, lost con- 
trol of the apparatus and is suffering 
. bruises and internal injuries. The in- 
ventor of the fire escape, George lL. 
Kingsbury, of Enfield, Ct., and his gen- 
eral agent, John S. Kilby, were arrested 
and taken to the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court and released on their own 
recognizance, to await the result of the 
court’s inquiries. 

The name of the young woman is 
Hedwig Newmark. She is a gymnast 
and has frequently made descents from 
Windows by means of the same appa- 
ratus, which consists of a finely-woven 
cable of wire, a frame and lever by 
which the speed of the descent is regu- 
lated, and the two straps which serve 
as a saddle. 

The descent was made from a win- 
dow seventy feet above the street. The

* Broadway saw a handsome young wom- 
an lift a top-story window, step lightly 
upon the stone window sill and then 
start down the fire escape. She glided 
down easily until she was within 
thirty feet of the ground, when she

The correspondent of the Herald in 
Managua, Nicaragua, writes that there 
is general rejoicing in his country. 
The people declared openly that death 
has overtaken one of the worst tyrants 
rg ever held power in Spanish Amer- 
Guatemala heard of Ezeta’s’death 
with indifference. 

The San Salvador’ correspondent 
writes that Ezeta has long been politi- 
cally dead, and the report of his de- 
mise produced not he slightest feeling 
or excitement... 


The press and people of Honduras 


expressed unfeigned satisfaction when 
informed that Ezeta had died. He was. 
looked upon in the republic as a con- 
stant menace to peace as long as ‘he 
lived. 

In Panama they are more charitable 
and say that all politcal enmities 
should be buried in the grave of the 
man who excited them.
